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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to a restriction requirement, 
applicant elected the embodiment depicted by figure 1 . Figure 1 is seen to show three structural elements (first contact, second contact, 
and insulator) and there is seen to be an opening between two of the elements to the left of the post opening (nine o'clock opening) and 
an opening between two of the elements to the right of the post opening (three o'clock opening). In both instances of the openings shown 
by applicant's figure 1 are blocked by a portion of the third element (insulator) and thus form a closed loop. Lowery also shows two 
opening. Lowery shows an opening in the first contact and an opening in the second contact. However, in the same manner that 
applicant's insulator blocks the openings of applicant's figure, the insulator is seen to block the openings of Lowery to form a closed 
loop.. 
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
